Growing up on a farm in the 
Crutchfield community where 
her parents Willis and June 
Myatt farmed provided Sandra 
with a glimpse of her future.

“We are loading DDG (Dis¬ 
tilled Dried Grain) from the 
Green Plains Ethanol plant out 
of Obion, Tenn. into the barge,” 
stated Phillip Williams with 
Riverfront Limestone. “It is a 
bi-product that is left after the 
ethanol manufacturing process. 
The products final destination 
is China, but the barge will go 
to New Orleans with the prod¬ 
uct being transferred to a ship at 
that point.” 

This same “fussy pink” barge 


has been to Port of Muskogee in 
Oklahoma, in Pleasant Plains, 
Ill., and even Madison, Ind., just 
to name a few of its prior loca¬ 
tions. The barge was launched 
on May 3, 2012, in Jefferson¬ 
ville, Ind. 

The goal is to have everyone 
who becomes associated with 
the barge to be touched by it in 
some way. The same way that 
breast cancer has touched so 
many lives. 

When the barge arrives at var¬ 
ious ports some have even sold 
pink hard hats for a $20 dona¬ 
tion per hat. 

“We are glad to have the op¬ 
portunity to load this barge and 
raise awareness for breast can¬ 
cer,” added Williams. “I think 
Ceres has a really good thing 
going and hopefully it will con¬ 
tinue to draw attention up and 
down the river.

Hickman port to receive $625,000 in dredging funds

Things have been moving at a 
fast pace for the Hickman-Ful- 
ton County Riverport Author¬ 
ity. In February 22 barges were 
loaded in 28 days and March 
numbers for 2014 increased 
over 2013 figures. Even though 
Director Greg Curlin might be 


ready to perform some much 
needed maintenance, the last 
thing the Port needs is for some¬ 
thing to slow them down. 

Last week, while Curlin was 
in Washington DC attending 
the Mississippi Valley Flood 
Control Association meeting, he 
learned that the Hickman Har¬ 
bor would receive $625,000 in 


dredging funds. The funds are 
being made available to them 
through supplement funding 
from the Mississippi River and 
Tributaries (MR&T) project for 
the Corps of Engineers. “No we 
are not an MR&T port,” stated 
Curlin during the port meeting

Monetary donations may 
also be made to the 501(c)(3) 
non-profit organization, which, 
among other services, provides 
congregatemeals,transportation, 
help with referrals to other 
agencies for assistance, senior 
voter registration and much 
more.

USDA encourages early registration for FSA Programs 


Lexington, KY - March 21, 
2014 - The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s (USDA) 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator Juan M. Garcia 
recently recommended that 
farmers and ranchers who plan 
to participate in FSA programs 
register in advance. Producers 
are encouraged to report farm 
records and business structure 
changes to your local FSA 
Office before April 15, 2014. 

Enrollment for the disaster 
programs authorized by the 
2014 Farm Bill, including the 
Fivestock Indemnity Program 
(FIP) and the Fivestock Forage 
Disaster Program (FFP) will 
begin by April 15, 2014. 

“We expect significant 
interest in these programs,” 
said Garcia. “Early registration 
should help improve the sign-up 
process and allow us to expedite 
implementation of the programs. 
I strongly encourage producers 
to complete their paperwork 
ahead of time.” 

Examples of updates or 


changes to report include: 

• New producers or producers 
who have not reported farm 
records to FSA. 

• Producers who have recently 
bought, sold or rented land. 
Those producers need to ensure 
that changes have been reported 
and properly recorded by local 
FSA county office personnel. 
Reports of purchased or sold 
property should include a copy 
of the land deed, and if land has 
been leased, then documentation 
should be provided that indicates 
the producer had/has control of 
the acreage. 

• Producers that have changed 
business structures (e.g. formed 
a partnership or EEC) need to 
ensure that these relationships 
and shares are properly recorded 
with FSA. Even family farms 
that have records on file may 
want to ensure that this is 
recorded accurately as it may 
impact payment limits. 

Farm records can be updated 
during business hours at FSA 
Service Centers that administer 


the county where the farm or 
ranch is located. Producers can 
contact their local FSA Service 
Center in advance to find out 
what paperwork they may 
need. In addition, bank account 
information should be supplied 
or updated if necessary to ensure 
that producers receive payments 
as quickly as possible through 
direct deposit. 

While any producer may 
report farm records and business 
structure changes, it is especially 
important for producers who 
suffered livestock, livestock 
grazing, honeybee, farm-raised 
fish, or tree/vine losses for 
2011, 2012, 2013 or 2014, and 
may be eligible for assistance 
through one of the four disaster 
programs.

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Powell looks to unseat Parnell 


Adam Powell, 36, a 1996 
graduate of Fulton County High 
School is seeking the Democratic 
nomination for Fulton County 
Jailer on May 20. Powell is 
running against incumbent 
Ricky Parnell. Currently 
employed by the Tennessee 
Department of Corrections 
(T.D.O.C.), serving as an officer 
at Northwest Correctional 
Complex in Tiptonville, Tenn., 
Powell resides in Hickman with 
his wife Beckie. 

“I’ve been in the corrections 
environment from 
an early age being 
the grandson of 
the late Joe Barber 
who was jailer of 
Hickman County 
for many years 
to working with 
1,000 inmates 
serving with the 
T.D.O.C.,” stated 
Powell when 
speaking about 
his experience. 

“I work for 
the citizens of 
Tennessee. They 
are the ones who 
pay their hard 
earned money to 
trust me to keep 
them safe and secure from the 
lawlessness of the state.” He 
invites everyone to look at his 
qualifications with the state, it’s 
public record to view at your 
convenience. 

In Powell’s view, the most 
pressing problem facing the 
county is the lack of jobs. “I feel 
that we need to find ways for 
the citizens of Fulton County 
to spend their money internally, 
not out of county or state,” he 
said. “If I’m elected I would 
first try to make everyone in the 
Fulton County Jail staff full¬ 
time employees with access to 
affordable insurance. I feel that 
helping the employees feel more 
valuable will stop contraband 
from entering the facility and 
reduce turnover. To show them 
the respect they desire entering 
such a dangerous profession 
and they will (NOT) be over 
looked.” 

After helping the employees 
feel more valuable to the county, 
Powell would also do his best to 
work with the County Judge and 
Magistrates to bring more jobs 
to the county. 

If elected to represent Fulton 
County, Powell would like to 
see taxpayers dollars allocated 
towards more security for the 


jail. “We have an outer fence 
that is short, bent, and in need 
of repair,” he said. “We have 
sallyport and staff vehicle 
gates that cannot lock shut. 
I would like to bring metal 
detectors in the jail and to 
set up entry checkpoints to 
control contraband entering the 
facility.” 

An open ear is one of the best 
traits Powell believes an elected 
official should acquire. “After 
all,” he said, “taxpayers pay the 
salaries of county officials. Why 
not have an 
open door to 
listen to their 
concerns and 
suggestions. I 
take criticism 
well and listen 
well as one of 
my strengths.” 

If he had to 
cite a state of 
weakness he 
has acquired 
over the years 
the only thing 
he could pick 
is his attention 
to detail and 
his desire to 
wanting things 
done right the 
first time and not waste time 
doing them. 

“Being a third generation 
correctional officer, I regret 
not entering the field earlier,” 
Powell added. “I enjoy being 
an officer and I know that’s 
what my late granddad would 
have wanted. To help keep with 
lessons he taught me while I 
was growing up.” 

“I respect my opponent 
and all he has done for our 
county,” Powell continued. “His 
accomplishments are one for the 
books.” Powell also noted that 
his family and Parnell’s family 
have known each other for many 
years. “Out of respect for his 
service and contributions to this 
county, I refuse to slander, make 
up rumors, or even mudsling 
during this campaign,” Powell 
stated. 

Powell ran for this office 
because you (citizens of Fulton 
County) asked for change in your 
government, he said. “A safer 
more secure county is what you 
deserve as taxpayers,” Powell 
said.

Site-Based Decision Making 
Allocations are being looked at 
on all levels. The board office 
has supplied the councils with 
the necessary information to 
review for next year’s teacher 
allocations. 

Currently the district looks to 
have 17 teachers at the elemen¬ 
tary/middle school level. This is 
one teacher less than this year’s 
teacher allocations, Supt. Col¬ 
lins stated. He reiterated that 
these figures are tentative. 

At the high school level, when 
factoring in 153 students, they 
will be allotted seven academic 
teachers. This does not include 
art, music, physical education 
and ag teachers. 

Facilities improvements are 
also being reviewed. Meetings 
are planned to look at ways to 
use bonding capacity to its full¬ 
est potential while also making 
needed property improvements, 
such as adding a new field house 
and track to the school grounds. 

Currently fields, such as base¬ 


ball and softball, are just another 
part of the improvements at the 
district. “The baseball coaches 
are doing a lot of maintenance 
on the baseball field, while at 
the same time showing the play¬ 
ers how to do,” Supt. Collins 
noted. “Can’t grow grass on a 
softball field when you have had 
20 inches of rain/snow, but we 
are getting it to drain better.” 

Before closing, Supt. Collins 
shared, with the board, corre¬ 
spondence from Fulton County 
band students. Oldham County 
schools have donated instru¬ 
ments retailed at $11,925 to 
Fulton County’s band program. 
“Our students are participating 
in a variety of extra curricular 
activities,” added Supt. Collins. 

Taking part in band and music 
is another creative outlet for the 
students. On Monday, March 24, 
before the high school baseball 
and softball games were played, 
two students played the national 
anthem on their instruments.

Four engage in criminal 
activity in the harbor 

On Saturday, March 29, at approximately 10 p.m. while on 
patrol in the City of Hickman, a suspicious vehicle was observed 
going through the opening in the seawall to the Hickman Harbor 
area.

Sandra, a farmer’s wife, handles all of the paper 
work and many integral parts of the farming operation, along side her husband, Tim. 
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my dad by driving the tractor,” 
she said. 

Not long after high school 
Sandra became a hairdresser, 
earning her certificate in 
Cosmetology. Soon, there after, 
she and Tim married. They knew 
each other well, going to school 
together, since the third grade. 

Tim was also raised in a 
farming family, so it seemed 
quite natural for the two of them 
to begin raising their family in 
Fulton while operating their own 
farm. “We lived in town while 
David and Daniel grew up and 
we would come to the country to 
farm,” Sandra said. “It worked 
for us while the boys were so 
busy with school and sports.” 

During those early years 
Sandra was busy being a 
wife, mother, and keeping up 
her beauty shop, but she still 
managed to do a lot of the things 
many farmers wives do. “I drove 
bob trucks, tractors, and even 
put down chemicals,” she said. 
“I was right in line with the farm 
hands. Many times Tim would 
have one son with him and I 
would have the other.” 

Working outside on the farm, 
was just one aspect of Sandra’s 
involvement in the daily 
operations of the Lusk family 
farm. At one time the Lusks had 
a separate farming operation in 
Mississippi. 

“As a farmer’s wife you are 
on call at all times,” she said. 
“If they need an escort to move 
equipment, I am there. At lunch 
time, I load up my Excursion 


and travel to different locations 
on the farm to bring everyone 
food in the fields.” 

Still yet, Sandra is the glue that 
keeps the farm in working order, 
especially when it comes to the 
paperwork. She is the one on the 
phone talking with insurance 
companies when the Lusks trade 
for a new piece of equipment, 
reviewing all the contracts. 
“Tim and I discuss everything 
together,” Sandra said. “There is 
a lot involved with trying to get 
the best prices for equipment, 
insurance and our crops.” 

Tim enjoys having Sandra 
involved in the day-to-day 
operations of the family farm. 
“She takes a lot of pressure off 
of me,” said Tim. “She takes 
care of the books.” 

Taking care of the books 
involves keeping accurate 
counts of yields. “When there 
is a disaster the Farm Service 
Agency might require four 
years of records,” explained 
Sandra. “So it is important that 
everything is correct.” She also 
makes sure all the equipment is 
licensed each year and insured 
properly. 

Sandra loves what she does 
and says she wouldn’t change 
a thing. “Agriculture is a good 
way of life,” she said. “It’s a 
good way to raise your family.” 

Through the years, when 
Sandra finds a little down time 
from the family farm she takes 
care of her customers who visit 
her beauty shop, she is involved 
in Homemakers, and she spends 


time with her grandchildren. 

Yes, being a farmer’s wife 
can be tough at times. “You 
have to know when they walk 
through the door at night if you 
should talk about farming or if 
you should change the subject 
and bring up hunting or the 
grandkids,” she noted. 

The hours can also be long. 
During the peak seasons of 
planting and harvest the day 
might start at 6 a.m. for Sandra 
and not end until the news comes 
on at night around 10 p.m.. 
“Many times I might be starting 
dinner at 8:30 p.m.,” she said. 

“She is a great cook and 
everyone loves her chocolate 
gravy,” chimed in Tim. “She 
keeps everyone well fed.” 

All in all, Sandra seems to 
take it all in stride and she knows 
that she is on call at all times. 
Today she might be trying to get 
the best price for insurance on 
a new piece of equipment and 
tomorrow she might have a radio 
in her hand while she escorts that 
big piece of machinery down the 
road. 

“When Tim and the boys 
plant in the spring, the rest is in 
God’s hands along with Mother 
Nature,” she said. “On the same 
token when you see the crop 
they planted comes up, they 
know they have accomplished 
something and it is a big thing 
to see that happen. Maybe 
that’s why we keep on farming.
